A Qovemaant-ih-Eicile was reactivated in Augsburg in April. 1<&8 fey representatives 
of all Ukrainian political parties in the US gone of gexmany. At that time the 
accepted legal basis for the Ukrainian na tio n al Council (Bede) was the 1916-1920 
Uk rainian People's Bepublic. *B» Potman State Party refused to feeeome a member of 
the Bade but sue seat was reserved for it in the Praesidium and four for general 
meohers. 2be Bandera group (QStB) refused the invitation to loin the executive orj^n 
although it tsatftieln&tad in the omniMtl onftl and ha d six umbers on the 

Bada until it withdrew from the Gcweruasat-in-Exile over a question of jurisdiction. 

She withdrawal of the CUSS from the (kwerameat-in-Brile clearly established two 
factions within the nationalist eamp.

and particularly by the QEFU (affiliate of Melnik** Otar in Europe) and the Ukrainian 
Congress CoaBlttee of America (UCGA - « roof organisation of fraternal-poUtioal 
groups), 5be Ukrainian Rational Association carried on the work of the ODBU while 
it was dormant during the war. 

3. She Ukrainian Supreme Liberation Council of Which the CUBE claims to fee 
the politieai arm and Which It recognises as the representative of Ukraine, with 
the Insurgent Amy (UBA) as the military aim, is supported fey the GBFFU. it is also 
supported fey those who although not accepting its pretensions of replacing the 
OoveKUBent-ia-Exlle do look to It as the heart of the underground-resistance movement 
in Ukraine. Xt is this connection with the UHV8 and USA that gives the Banders 
groups their strength and influence both here and abroad. 

The Providence Association of Ukrainian Catholics, although a member of UCCA, 
is now reported to fee led fey a group of clerics the have Inherited the Hetman 
(monarch), traditions, xt tends towards a right-wing orientation which links it 
oce asslon al ly with both the Hetman and the Bandexg factions. 

She pro-Eussisn U kraini a ns have net until recently been numerous or organised, 
these who favored union with Russia tended in the past to call themselves Russians 
or to join Hussion organisations. Among recent BP'e there ere small groups from 
eastern Ukraine (Bndepr) who are organising and presenting a different set of 
political aspirations that the veil-organised and propagandised views of the western 
Ukrainian groups. Shey are antj-owwanlst and are thus in opposition to the pro- 
soviet organisations as well as to all of the separatist groups.

Insofar as Carpatho -Ukrainians fowa separate organisations, two factions may 
too discerned* *B» Creek Catholic calm* which is the largest fraternal organisation 
of (Su^tho-Ukrsdaia^ Uniats in the OS with some 1*0*000 members* actively advocates 
an independent state. lemko's h«re waged a campaign of dispa r a ggcwn t against 
Polish treatment of minority groups and advocated a greater Carpatho-Husoia as an 
autonomous republic of ggfiHt to include Huthenijl (Carpotho-aisaia) the Pryashev 
region of Slovu^ik and the Lwafcn territory on the northern side of the Carpathians. 

2h regard to Ukrainian attitudes toward “center** groups agWt Soviet Russia, 
the extrema nationalist GUH8 dominates the Anti-Soviet Mao of Hattons (AM) which 
it organised in opposition to the Promethean league in order to eliminate Polish 
membership. She AM includes mesh era from central end eastern European countries 
as well as Caucasian groins. Although there are Ukrainian members in the Promethean 
megua, no organ! ration per se is represented in it. Central and Eastern European 
nationality groups say that Utoalnlaa-goliah differ ences must toe solvit before 
any progress can toe made In a collaborative effort for liberation. 

fhs latest attempt at unification of all anti -soviet national minority groups 
in 1951 tons failed* and the Ukrainian groups were particularly vocal in denouncing 
it and its A m erican s p o nsor s as supporters of Russian imperialism* Although there 
is some indication that nationalist groups feel they need support from other 
national groups in their struggle for liberation, they are extremely wary of in- 
volving themselves in alliances which may result in political federations of any sort. 

Hie extreme nationalists and the nationalists receive the majority of the 
support and also provide the basis for the moat serious conflict. 

She Het man s has lest its force. It received support when It became enmeshed 
as early as 1915 in the plans of semen aggreaton in Eastern Europe. After the 
collapse of Csarist Russia the germane helped to establish (28 January 1918) an 
"independent” government under General Paul Skoropadaky as Hetman (Chief or Leader) . 
Ssoropa&sky* however* was overthrown by the Socialist fetlara (November 15, 1918), 
who in turn was later driven into Poland toy the Bolsheviks, In 1923 Ukraine became 
a constituent Bapuhlie of the QSSH. 



In .Marina the Ukrainian Hetman Organisation (UHO) locked toward Paul Skoropadaky 
in Berlin, where he had gone in exile in 1918, for the realisation of Ukrainian 
monarchy aspirations. When Hitler failed during World War XX to grant any measure 
of Ukrainian administrative aateaoay, the UHO wilted end woe reported to have dissolved. 
Mni lo Skorcpedsky (son of fad) resides in London and is supported by a small group 
which acknowledges his Hetasnist claims.
